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Motions of Roberts' Attorney 


For New Trial Are 


Denied, 


A decision, denying motions of the 


plaintiff for a'Retting aside of the vcr 
diet and the .granting of a new trial 
in the $15.000 alienation of affection* 
damage suit of Fred 
O. Roberts 


against Albert W. Mauley, upholding 
the verdict of the jury and granting 
a judgment of $1 against the defend- 
ant, has been handed down by Judge 
Byron B. Park in circuit court. 


The case, which was tried at the De- 


cember term of circuit court 
here, 


went to the jury after two days in the 
court room. The jury, which included 
four women, returned a verdict find- 
ing the defendant, Albert W. Mauler, 
guilty of alienating the affections of 
Roberts' wife and assessing the dam- 
ages at $1. 


Cites five Points 


A motion was filed in the case by 


the attorney for Roberts, asking Judge 
Park to set aside the verdict 
and 


grant a new trial on five grounds, cit- 
ing that the verdict was contrary to 
law, contrary to evidence, the damag- 
es were inadequate, the verdict vast 
perverse and "Iwcause it is not within 
the province of the jury to render a 
verdict for nominal damages only." 
Attorneys for Manley insisted that tlie 
verdict should stand and nsked a judg- 
ment of $1. 


In Judge Park's decision, iu which 


the case is reviewed, he says: 


"Suffered no Damage*" 


"I believe the Jury made the $1 find 


Ing because 'they lielieved from Mrs 
Roberts' testimonfc and other test! 
mony in the case bearing on the pro 
position, that the plain/ff suffered 
no damages." 


In .another portion of the decision 


Judge Park stated, "I do not find any- 
thing in this case convincing me tha 
the small damages" can "be-lftesWd 
error, passion or prejudice. * The jury 
seemingly found the defendant gniltj 
but also it seems, believed the evl 
dence offered in mitigation of dam 
ages. • * * The judgment will be 
for the plaintiff for the damages fount 
by the jury." 


Arguments Postponed 


Arguments on the motions were to 


have been made in court here before 
Judge Park last Monday, but because 
of inability of attorneys to be pres- 
.ent. the date was postponed.

Rail brotherhood pres- 


ident** asserted that engines and cars 
are fast Itecoming dangerous to oi»er- 
ate and 
intimated a 
new crisis 


loomed. Rail executives of the west 
ern roads issued a statement declaring 
conditions were "increasingly 
favor- 


able." 


In the meantime,, the railroad labor 


board issued an invitation to the exe- 
cutives and unions, to bring the sen- 
iority question l*»fore the hoard. This 
action was taken nt a special nifctlng 
last night. 
The invitation not only 


expressed "willingness to hear 
the 


seniority dispute," but promised a ro- 
hoarliig on the wage and working rules 
conditions, two original causes of the 
strike. The third issue was- on con- 
tract labor, which the carriers already 
agreed to accept. 


The action of the board came after 


reports of the refusal of both execu- 
tives and unions to consider the latest 
l>eace proposal from the White House, 
tt was therefore not lielieved that the 
Iward's invitation would Ite accepted. 


Strike Effect Serious 


W. A. Parranto. vice president of 


he Northwest Federated shopcraft at 
Minneapolis, in an 
exclusive state- 


ment to the United Press, declared that 
he slfopuien's strike is just beginning 
o become effective. "Today there is 
not one locomotive, race car or pas- 
senger car, in this section of the eoun- 
ry, in first class condition," he assert- 
ed. "1 have just completed a two 
weeks' tour of inspecting. Trains arc 
»eing hauled 
by locomotives that 


should not be permitted to operate 
vithout overhauling. 
Brakes are in 


bad condition and the lives of passeng- 
ers and crews are in danger. The shop- 
men did not expect their strike to be 
felt until 30 or 60 days. It is just be- 
ginning to become effective/' 


Union leaders at Madison, Wis., 


were practically the only ones who re- 
ported train service unhampered by 
the railroad 
strike. They 
declared 


engineer* an*.firemen are inspecting 
all engines and that new employes and 
.executives imported into the shops, 
were handling the repair work. 


Conflicting reports were circulated 


in Chicago. The railroads claimed 
the shop work was progressing favor- 
ably. 
Union leaders claimed rolling 


stock was in bad condition and fust 
becoming dangerous. 
L. B. Hart, 


chairman of the Big Four strikers at 
Indianapolis, claimed all equipment 
was in bad condition. 


Local brotherhood officials at 
Snc- 


ramento. Calif., asserted that locomo- 
tives and cars on'the Southern Pacific, 
were in dangerous condition, and the 
brotherhoods were considering a pro- 
test. "Rolling stock is dangerous lie- 
cause there are few mechanics being 
hired by the road to replace the shoi»- 
men," 


X. O. Brocker, chairman of the shop- 


craft strikers at Lincoln, Xeb.. and 
brotherhood representative at Denver, 
declared that railroad equipment was 
rapidly growing worse and the train- 
men were daily becominc more reluc- 
tant to "risking their lives" on defec- 
tive equipment. 
In many instances, 


reports indicated equipment was in 
md shape. 
Brotherhood leaders de- 


•lared. however, that they were re- 
ported to national headquarter*, and 
refused to make an official statement.

Madison. Wis.. Aug. 7—Harvests ol 


winter grains has been completed in 
the southern d'«)ricts of Wisconsin, 
and are well under way in the north, 
according to the weekly crop report 
of Agricultural Statistician J. A. Beck- 
er of the state crop report service. 


"Oats harvest is practically finished 


in southern counties and is under way 
in the res>t of the state." the report said 
"Oats yields are reported generally 
very satisfactory. The barley harvest, 
nearly completed, has been reduced 
t-ome byr ed leaf rust, but is up to 
average. The y;eld of spring wheat 
will be below average, due to leaf rust 
in lake shore counties. 'Wheat har- 
vests are completed generally with 
good yields. Rye threshing has be- 
gun with yields generally ajbove av- 
erage." 


Crops as a whole were benefited by 


the high temperatures bf the past 
week, the report said. 
There was 


some damage by hail to corn and to- 
bacco in Buffalo and Dane counties. 


The growth of com was stlmulat. 


ed by the warm weather, but the«crop 
is \still small for the first week of 
August. Potatoes are still in very 
good condition, with occasional re- 
ports of slight damage from leaf- 
hoppers. 


The tobacco crop is small and un- 


even for this time of year. Cabbag*. 
is in excellent condition, and sugar 
beets are improving. 


First cutting: of hay have been com- 


pleted with heavy yields, of which tuft 
quality was lowered by freqent rains 
after cutting. The second crop at 
clover is declared menaced by mil- 
dew which is expected to reduce >.ne 
yield and lower the quality somewhat. 


Livestock is reported to be in good 


condition for the "dog days."
